Crump didn’t stuff the boxes, 
although his men could have 
done so if needed. He produced 
the votes. He was the most be- 
nevolent of the city bosses—as 
he is the last. The day of the 
state, county and city machines 
is done. Shifts and growth of 
urban populations are one rea- 
son. Social Service agencies ob- 
tain coal for the poor family; 
provide legal care, arrange for 
medical attention. These, and 
other favors, were used by ward 
bosses to win and hold votes. 

Crump early in his political 
career went into the insurance 
business. (It is interesting to 
note how many politicians, in all 
states, once they are elected to 
office, find the insurance field 
attractive.) He did not allow any 
wholesale ‘‘inefficiency’’ in the 
handling of county and city 
money. Memphis’ tax rate is 
the lowest in Tennessee and, for 
that matter, in the nation. 

As a young political writer I 
twice had talks with him. Once, 
I remember, he asked me: 
“How many votes will we need 
to offset middle and east Ten- 
nessee?’’ 

‘‘Up there they told me they’d 
need about 50,000 majority, Mr. 
Crump,” I said. 

He nodded. ‘‘That’s what they 
told me,” he said. 

I recall Shelby County turned 
out .a majority of more than 
53,000 in that race. 

Advancing years, the death of 
his~mother and a favorite son;

Levy More Taxes or 
Forget Our Schools 


Another DeKalb County Grand Jury 
has laid it on the line concerning the 
school financing crisis now facing the 
county. The most recent jury proposed 
a raise in county tax assessments as a 
possible means of raising the needed 
funds. 

The 1953 December term of the same 
jury recommended a similar solution to 
the problem. 

The alternative to increasing assess- 
ments, of course, is approval of the con- 
stitutional amendment removing’ the 
homestead exemption for school purposes 
only. If this amendment is approved, the 
jury says that no increase in assessments 
will be necessary. 

Unless one of the two methods is 
adopted, it appears that DeKalb schools 
are headed for real trouble. It is not the 
fault of administration or of the county 
government. It is simply a matter of 
school population increasing faster than 
revenues to take care of it. 

This fall and for several years past, 
school enrollment in DeKalb has grown 
by about 3,000 students more than the 
previous year. It involves the building 
of hundreds of new classrooms, providing 
teachers, transportation and facilities. 
There simply has not been enough money 
to do the job, even though remarkable 
progress has been made. 

Removal of the homestead exemption 
for school purposes seems a logical and 
practical solution. One way or another, 
DeKalb must find a way to meet its 
problem. It is up to the citizens to pre- 
vent a complete breakdown. 

Similar amendments to meet similar 
problems have been propdsed for Fulton 
and Chatham Counties. Voters of all 
three counties would be wise to approve 
them.

The President Fumbled 
In His Talk to Farmers 


President Dwight D. Eisenhower’s 
form speech, in which he asked the na- 
tion’s agriculturists to vote him a con- 
gressional majority in November, was not 
too sound a document. 

The Democrats, he said, are responsi- 
ble for the sag in farm prices. “Why,” 
he said, “prices were off 19 points from 
parity when I took office.” 

They were. But, what the President 
did not mention is that the same prices 
were off a full 4 per cent in 1952 and 1953 
end now stand at the lowest parity index 
since 1941. 

Agriculture, he said, was losing mar- 
kets under the Democrats. 

What he did not say is that under the 
Republicans it is still losing markets be- 
cause of the tariff measures adopted by 
his party. 

The speech was remarkable for its in- 
consistencies. He promised, for example, 
to free the farmers from controls. But, 
if industry is to have the controls of wage 
laws, tariff subsidies, fair trade laws and 
other bureaucratic protections and regu- 
lations, the free farmer is going to be 
pretty badly hurt. 

We will know in November what the 
farmers thought about the speech.

From Nation to Nation 


According to a recent survey of Euro- 
pean nations, alcoholism seems to be a 
national characteristic rather than a prob- 
lem common to all men. 

The Finns, for instance, admit they 
drink too much hard liquor. The little 
country has gone all out on a program to 
cure its chronic drunks. 

The report from Spain, on the other 
hand, announces that alcohol is no so- 
cial problem there. The same is true of 
Italy. In each of these lands, babies are 
practically weaned on wine, and when 
something is common and cheap it has no 
particular significance. Neither § race 
crinks on an empty stomach, and the 
pre-dinner: appetizers of the Spaniards 
and Italians are guaranteed to bring on 
indigestion before delirium tremens. 

Switzerland, a symbol for sanity and 
soundness, has a lot of trouble with al- 
ccholics. Drunken driving is a problem 
and so is cirrhosis of the liver. If al- 
coholism is a psychological manifesta- 
tion, it could be that the Swiss are seek~- 
ing an escape from a life that is too 
sweetly reasonable. 

The Austrians are notoriously an ami- 
able race, and easy going people. Yet 
Austrians take great delight in climbing 
into the jug, particularly when the jug 
is filled with high-proof, homemade 
schnapps. Austria treats alcoholics as 
sick people and gives them free treatment. 
The nation also sponsors temperance 
classes in its schools. 

The British, whose climate might be

expected to turn them to strong drink, 
are a fairly temperate nation these days. 
The race has an exceptionally alcoholic 
history, but perhaps advances in central 
heating and the watering down of British 
beer during the austerity years has 
something to do with the new English 
sobriety. 

Here in America we have a tradition 
of consuming strong drink in quantities 
that any nation would find hard to match. 
We drink hard liquor and we drink it 
fast. Unlike the Spaniards and Italians, 
we seem to prefer it on an empty 
stomach. 


The result of this intemperance is an 
old story, written indelibly on the pages 
of our history. Some nations are intem- 
perate, while others can take it or leave 
it alone. Why? Nobody seems to know.

Is Major Issue Still 


Secrefary of Defense Wilson has been 
in so mteh hot water lately about his 
habit of putting his feet into his mouth 
that it might be easy to overlook the 
really serious issue of “narrowing” the 
production base for defense contracts. 
That issue is much more serious than any 
arguments about the unemployed and 
various types of dogs. 

There’s no doubt at all that it is 
cheaper to concentrate defense contracts 
in big industrial centers geared to big 
production. While it does result in econ- 
omy over the short period, in the long 
run it could be completely disastrous. It 
has multiplied a potential aggressor’s 
power to strike a paralyzing blow at the 
United States. 


We know that while we continue to 


concentrate production the Russians are - 


undergoing large-scale dispersal of indus- 
try. The United States is thus much more 
vulnerable to atomic attack. While it 
may be argued that there is no defense 
against atomic destruction, that is no ex- 
cuse for making it certain and total. 

There are, of course, other economic 
and social effects of such concentration. 
It does not promote strengthening of the 
economic base of the nation and the in- 
dustrialization of its various sections. 

At the same time, concentration in big 
plants has hastened the merger of the 
smaller automobile manufacturers. This 
process is expected to continue. 

Secretary Wilson may have saved con- 
siderable money—he says $2,000,000,000 
—with his procurement policies. The fi- 
nal result, however, might mean anything 
except economy,

U.S. Subsidized Japanese and German Mills ‘Roscoe Drummond

By Giving Them New Textile Machinery 


Atlanta—In your editorial, ‘‘Why 
Should Taxpayers Subsidize Inef- 
ficiency?’’ you have, I think, un- 
justly criticized the American tex- 
tile industry. 

Your editorial implies—or 
charges—that while the Japanese 
and German textile industries 
were modernizing and rehabilitat- 
ing their plants after the war, 
many American textile mills failed 
to do likewise and that our in- 
dustry, now suffering from the 
competition (in our home markets) 
of these foreign manufacturers, is 
begging for a ‘“‘subsidy’’ in the 
form of more adequate tariff pro- 
tection. 

The facts are these: 

l. The Japanese and German 
textile industries were completely 
modernized and rehabilitated after 
World War II by financial aid and 
equipment contributed by our gov- 
ernment and by the assistance of 
American technicians. Who paid 
for this new machinery for our 
foreign competitors? The Ameéeri- 
can taxpayers (including American 
textile mills) ‘‘subsidized’’ them. 

2. While the best and newest of 
textile machinery was being manu- 
factured and shipped to those for- 
eign textile manufacturers, on pri- 
ority and under orders from our 
national government, Ameri- 
can textile manufacturers were 
begging for delivery of the new 
machinery to replace that which 
they had worn out during the war, 
producing textile uniforms and 
equipment for the use of our 
armed services who were fighting 
against both Japan and Germany. 
But deliveries to American mills 
were delayed from two to five 
years while Japanese and German 
mills obtained prompt delivery. 

In far too many instances these 
foreign mills were shipping their 
goods (produced by the new ma- 
chinery furnished by American 
taxpayers) into the United States 
to undersell the goods produced 
by American mills, many of whom 
were still waiting on the new ma- 
chinery which they had ordered. 
Unfortunately, our industry was 
plunged into a severe depression— 
augmented and aggravated by 
competition from the American- 
ltaxpayer-subsidized foreign manu- 
facturers—and were not able to 
buy new machinery after it be- 
came available to them. 

3. The Japanese textile industry 
was not destroyed by American 
bombing during the war. The Jap- 
anese destroyed it themselves, 
broke up the machinery and 
melted it for munitions. They 
needed the metal more than they 
needed textile yarns and fabrics. 

4. Even if every American tex- 
tile mill were equipped with the 
newest and best textile machinery 
in the world, we still could 
not compete with Japanese manu- 
facturers who pay their textile mill 
workers less for a whole day’s 
work than an American textile 
worker earns in a single hour, 
and, for a long time, we gave 
them the raw cotton too! The 
goods produced by that cheap la- 
bor is pouring into the: United 
States in an ever-increa&sing flood, 
over practically non-existent tariff 
barriers.

My first close contact with a 
highway association was with the 
U.S. 27 group the other day at 
Ida Cason Gardens. 

U.S. 27 rises high in Michigan, 
at Mackinaw City, an even 1,000 
miles from Atlanta. It terminates 
rn Miami. The route comes into 
Ceorgia at Rossville. It pretty well 
parallels the western border and 
goes out by Attapulgus and Am- 
sterdam below Bainbridge. 

The association session assem- 
bled delegates all the way from 
Bart Lieper, the Chattanooga tour- 
ist promoter, to the .O. A. Kitch- 
engs, Sr. and Jr., who own the 
Four Acre Motel Court at Bain- 
bridge. From in between came 
men like Doug Brittingham of Co- 
lumbus. 

You might consider Doug as rep- 
resentative of the trade. He’s been 
in the hostelry business since he 
left the Navy 2 years ago. First, 
it was a hotel, now it’s a motel, 
the Outpost Inn, a high-quality 


court five miles south of Colum- 


bus. 

It’s no trade secret to tell that 
the Brittingham motel makes a 
profit. But the owner has advice 
for the man who thinks he'd like 
to quit his job in the city and ‘‘re- 
tire’ to run a tourist court by the 
side of the road. 

Running motel is not retire- 
ment. It’s hard, exacting, confin- 
ing work. ; 

Larry Castleberry, the hustling 
young retiring president of the U.S. 
27 Assn., owns a motel at Lump- 
kin. The new prexy, Warren Cop- 
pedge, is an oil dealer at Rome. 
Both of them stand to gain when 
the traffic flow picks up on their 
road. 

Highway associations are aware 
that promotion alone—signs, ad- 
vertising, strip maps—won’t turn 
the trick. Once they get the tour- 
ist on the road, the job becomes 
cne of public relations. They must 
treat the visitor as if he were at 
home, even if sometimes they wish 
he were. 

If I were in the trade on U.S. 
27, or any other road, I would 
make it a point occasionally to 
travel the route from which I make 
my living. I would explore it from 
one end to the other. Thus, I would 
have a full knowledge of from 
Whence my guest came and to 
where he goes. To sell a highway, 
as with anything else, one must 
know the product.

A Familiar Book 


Yields Treasures 


My traveling companion had leff the car and 
had said, “‘I’ll be back in just a moment.” That 
moment turned out to be almost 30 minutes. , 
In the car there was only one thing with which I could preceetay 


my mind. 


It was a hymn book and ‘“‘just to pass the time of day’’ I began 
to thumb through the familiar pages. Bit by bit I became intrigued 
by the contents of a book which I had thought I had long known by 


heart. 

Those 30 minutes became an ex- 
citing experience for I discovered 
the hymn book to be a mine of 
wonderful and undiscovered treas- 
ure. 

For one thing I realized that a 
great number of the hymns were 
new to me. I began to mark 
hymns which I thought ought some 
time to be included in the wor- 
ship services at my church. I 
realized how very few of the 
hymns in the book are regularly 
used in our churches. We limit 
ourselves to a small group of the 
best-loved and most familiar tunes. 

Another thing I realized was the 
international and the interdenomi- 
national character of the hymn 
book. A book of hymns makes no 
distinction among nations and par- 
ticular church groups. 

Within the space of 40 pages I 
found words and tunes which had 
originated in more than 15 lands. 
And in the same space were 
hymns by Jews, Catholics and 
Protestants. 

Congregational ‘hymn singing is 
not a recent aspect of worship. 
In ancient times the Hebrews 
sang and chanted their adoration 
of God and affirmed in song their 
dedication to His House and His 


people: On the night before our 
Lord's crucifixion, Christ joined 
His disciples in a song service in 
the upper room. Their songs were 
probably some of the glorious an- 
thems from the Psalter. 


Here and there in the New Testa- 
ment you will read snatches of 
verse which were a part of the 
worship of the early church. Praise 
and adoration then as now express- 
es itself spontaneously in song. 
But for many centuries the com- 
mon practice was for the 
clergy to sing in church, at 
long last the Bible bécame the 
layman’s book, hymn singing also 
became a privilege of the laity. 

Some hymns express praise. 
Others offer instruction and guid- 
ance, Others are prayers in verge. 


The hymn book is the greatest 
testimony to the Christian life 
since the canonization of the Bible. 
In it are the creeds and convic- 
tions of Christendom. In it are 
expressed the hope and trust of 
the faithful of many centuries. It 
is, like the Bible, a lamp unto our 
feet and a light unto our path, 
And yet, like the Bible, its mes- 
sages are too often neglected.

The answer: Thus far, no. 

No, the biggest Republican am- 
munition of the campaign—‘‘elect 
a Republican Congress if you like 
Ike’’—is not significantly hitting 
the mark. 

No, there is no clear or substan- 
tial evidence of any wave of voter 
sentiment for electing a Republi- 
can Congress just to avert a di- 
vided government. 

No, if the Republicans are go- 
ing to hold the 84th Congress—and 
it looks quite uncertain that they 
will do so—they will have to win 
on their own individual merits, not 
on the argument that any Republi- 
can should be preferred in order 
to elect a pro-Eisenhower Con- 
gress. 

It isn’t that Mr. Eisenhower is 
less popular than he was two years 
ago, but there is no strong evi- 
dence that he can transfer his pop- 
ularity to other candidates. 

My observation is—and I have 
talked with enough voters to re- 
flect more than a personal opin- 
ion—that most Eisenhower-voters 
simply do not equate their support 
of the President in terms of elect- 
ing a Republican Congress. 

Why? I wouldn’t be too sure, 
but my judgment is that most of 
the five million voters who voted 
for Mr. Eisenhower in 1952 but 
did not vote for Republican Con- 
gressional candidates do not yet 
look upon the Republican party as 
an ‘‘Eisenhower-Republican par- 
ty.”” 

“In Minnesota, Democratic Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey is running away

with the race and no appeal, such 
as the President strongly reiter- 
ated last week, to help elect an 
‘‘Eisenhower Congress’ is making 
any appreciable dent. 

In Illinois Democratic Sen. Paul 
Douglas seems to most observers 
to be in the lead and the crescendo 
appeal to give the President a Re- 
publican Congress will have to 
make more headway than it has 
done thus far to defeat him. 

What I find is that candidates of 
either party which have a deci- 
sive record 
fare better with the voters than 
the hedgers. This is true of Sen- 
ator Humphrey and Senator Doug- 
las whose stature and standing in 
Washington make them more im- 
mune to the elect-a-Republican- 
Congress-for-its-own-sake appeal. 

The controlling fact is that since 
Mr. Eisenhower could carry into 
office on his own shoulders no 
more than the narrowest whisker- 
majority of Republican Congress- 
men in 1952, when he was him- 
self running, he is faced with a 
harder and perhaps impossible 
task of electing a Republican Con- 
gress when he is not himself on 
the ticket. 

Two years ago the Republicans 
failed to carry 76 Congressional 
Districts which went for Mr. Ei- 
senhower, and the country which 
gave the Republican Presidential 
nominee a 6,500,000 vote majority 
gave the Republican Congressmen 
262,000 fewer votes than it gave to 
the Democratic Congressmen.

Hardy G., 32, is a live-wire 
advertising man. 
“Dr, Crane, I'm looking for 
some new ideas,’ he greeted 
) me recently when he was in 
Chicago on a business trip. 


“You know we folks in ad- 
vertising talk about ‘gimmicks’ 
or new stunts to dramatize old 
ideas. 

“Right now I am handling a 
3 big department store’s adver- 
tising. Do you have any sug- 
gestions regarding a ‘gimmick’ 
to use?” 

One basic rule of advertis- 
ing psychology involves the 
“dress up” or ‘“‘packaging’’ of 
ideas in more enticing garb. 

If you can thus sugar-coat 
your advertising and make it 
enhance the reader’s ego in- 
stead of your own, that is ex- 
cellent. 


As a rule, the advertiser pats 
himself on the back or his own 
brand name. 

But how can his advertising 
pat the prospects on the back 
and make them feel prouder of 
themselves? 

Well, free samples are still 
good, even though they have 
long been employed by tooth- 
paste and breakfast cereal firms. 

Souvenirs, blotters, etc., like- 
wise come under the heading 
of advertising that boosts the 
ego of the customer. 

But there is another device 
that hasn't yet been adequately 
used by advertisers. 

_ Make a game out of your own 
advertising copy! 

That means, dress up the 
copy so the readers get some 
amusement or recreation out of 
reading it, apart from the sales 
points which your copy pre- 
sents. 

Some years ago a large de- 
partment store in Toledo—Tied- 
tke’s—followed the pattern of 
my daily Quiz Column and pre- 
sented’‘its advertising as a game. 
For example, its ad _ stated: 

“We are the only Toledo de- 
partment store with: 

Moving stairway, water tower, 
warehouse, elevator. 

“On our second floor you will 
find: 

Foodstuff, leather goods, toys, 
clothing. 

“Our parking lot for patrons 
accommodates how many cars? 

200, 600, 1,500, 2,000. 

‘‘Tiedtke’s is celebrating which 
anniversary? 

7th, 10th, 25th, 50th.
